At any rate, the incident shows that it is impos- 
sible as yet to count on decent treatment from 
Moscow, Doubtless France and the other powers 
which have recognized the soviet government have 
substantial reasons for putting up with its bad 
manners and bad faith. We do not think America 
has any such reasons. We may acquire them later, 
We might pick up some business tn Russia through 
the resumption of relations, but we don’t think ‘t 
would pay us in offset to the misohiéf making 
which Russian emissaries could and would carry 
on under the protection of a diplomatie status. 

We confess also to a factor of sentiment in our 
approval oi our policy toward Mos¢eoW.” The dicta- 
torship wants our recognition not only for mate- 
rial advantages it may. gain thereby but for pres- 
tige. And if there is any régime in history to 
which we would be less willing to lend prestige, 
it is that of the bloody handed and destructive 
bigots who have controlled Russian affairs sjnce 
the fall of Kerensky. The communists of Russia 
and of the world will rejoice when the American 
republic salutes the dictatorship of the proletariat. 
They will use it as evidence that we bow to their 
power, condone their crimes, and advance toward 
acceptance of their doctrines. We see nothing to 
be gained by the American people through inter- 
course with Moscow, up to this time at any rate, 
which could compensate us morally or materially 
for giving aid of this value to the communist 


régime.

FROM WILLIAM BROSS LLOYD. 
New York, Oct. 24.—There is no speed 
limit for the city of Chicago. The nu- 
merous municipal jurisdictions in Chi- 
cago and Cook county present no difmfi- 
culty. The motor vehicle law is a state 
law identical throughout Illinois. It con- 
tains no speed limit. The requirement is 
that speed shall not be greater than is 
reasonable and proper, having regard for 


all circumstances. What speed is rea- 
sonable is a question of fact, not of law, 
in each case, depending on the circum- 
Stances. The law gontains a rule of evi- 
dence, not a speed limit, that over cer- 
tain spéeds the burden of proof rests 
upon the driver—to prove his speed rea- 
sonable and proper. Chief Collins is as 
likely wrong as any one in any case. He 
is wrong in every case when he enforces 
@ speed limit of his choosing. 

The lawlessness of the police; and, 
until of late, even of all the courts, has 
caused complete contempt of enforce- 
ment of the state law. No thinking 
driver can respect an arbitrary speed 
limit. What is unsafe at one time and 
place may be perfectly safe at another 
time or placé, and vice versa. An arbi- 
trary speed limit necessarily is a com- 
promise choice of how many killings, 
mostly avoidable, we'll stand for. Af 
any speed limit, every one admits, there 
will be ayoidable killings where one with 
money to buy may drive a car, no mat- 
moral, or physical 
condition or experience may be. 


examination of the above qualifications 
of every auto driver. Drivers incompe- 
tent for ahy reason should not be licensed 
or allowed to drive. Those licensed 
through misjudgment and those develop- 
ing ineompeténce should have their 
licenses taken away. A driving license 
will become a valued and cherished 
right.

Dr. Burton was operated on during 
the night for the removal of an ab- 
scess in his threat. After the operation 
his blood circulation gave the attend 
ing physicians much alarm, but his 
pulse was reported better this morning 

Later tonight the four physicians in 
attendance decided to operate a second 
time on the abscess. 


Doctor Issues Statement. 

A physician's statement said: “‘ Pres- 
ident Burton passed a very restiess 
night. It became necessary to operate 
on the parotid gland in which an ab 
scess had formed, causing com plica- 
tions in the throat. Symptoms of fail- 
ure of the circulation @eveloped, but 
the pulse is strong and more regular 
this morning. The process in the lung 
is progressing favorably.” 

Dr. Burton until yesterday was con- 
sidered well on thé way to recovery 
from pneumonia, from which he had 
been suffering for several weeks. Yes- 
terday he became weaker, and last 
night an examination of the throat re- 
vealed an abscess. Following the sec- 
ond operation his condition was re 
ported as slightly encouraging.

Franconia Potatoes. 

The method of baking peeled pota- 
toes fn the pan with a roast of meat 
is old, although the name Franconia 
for them is rather new and - possibly 


copyrighted by the late Miss Fannie 
M. Farmér. Potatoes so baked need 
nc sauce, although the meat gravy is 
acceptable with them, as it is with a 
slice of meat. 

Hither white or sweet potatoes may 
be so cooked, and, in any case, small 
ones are best, because they get most 
thoroughly seasoned, and best because 
they do not require such tong baking 
and so will] not have a dried up sur- 
face. A nice brown and rather moist 
surface is best.

Parboil the potatoes ten minutes and 
rinse with cold water. Then put them 
into the pan with the meat and baste 
— the hot fat at once. Sweet pota- 
oes may need to be parboiled a bit 
longer, since they are not peeled be- 
fore parboiling, then rinsed with cold 
water and the skin rubbed off, or, if it 
sticks a bit, a knife may be used. For

His 
running, kicking and passing is the 
saving grace of the present Purple 
team. Grange’s contribution to the 
Illini has been nine touchdowns, while 
Baker has scored five touchdowns; five 
drop kicks from the field and nine drop 
kicks for extra points after. touch- 
downs. 

Great Open Field Runner. 

Reports from Urbana this fall have 
been to the effect that Grange is being 
developed into a kicker and passer, but 
to date he has been led on for noth- 
ing except runs.
